The orchestra when playing in 
the reptile house never failed to 
bring the crocodile to the surface. 
In fact every pond was emptied, 
the beasts clustering’on the banks, 
and with heads upraised evincing 
the keenest interest in the perform- 
ance. ‘In the insect house the like 
effect’ was obtaiaed with the scor- 
pions and certaig- spiders, All 
birds, strange to say, were in no 
way attracted. Some were obvious- 
ly annoyed.
